Warsaw, May 17.— (UP) — Recog­ 
nition of the government of Marshal 
Josef Pilsudski in Poland, set up as 
a result of his apparently successful 
revolt which forced resignation 
of 
the previous government, was v irtu ­ 
ally accomplished 
today. 
It was 
done 
through 
representatives 
of 
numerous foreign governments visit­ 
ing the heads of Pilsudski's regime. 
The American, French and Soviet le­ 
gations were among the first to take 
up connections with Pilsudski’s gov­ 
ernment. 
D uring the heat of the 
fighting 
which marked the revolt all 
lega­ 
tions raised their national flags to 
assure 
immunity 
from 
a t t a c k . 
Through an alleged m isunderstand­ 
ing Pilsudski’s troops entered 
the 
French legation. 
It was understood 
however, they withdrew immediate­ 
ly and Pilsudski expressed his 
re­ 
gret. 
The Soviet legation refrained from 
hoisting a red flag but barricaded its 
premises.

determining 
whether Russell Scott, former Can­ 
adian millionaire, who lias been con­ 
victed of killing Joseph Maurer in a 
Chicago holdup, is sane and should 
be hanged, will be taken here today. 
Three state alienists, 
Dr. 
Herman 
Adler, 
state 
crimeologist; 
Ralph 
Hinton, superintendent of the state 
hospital at Elgin, and Dr. Frank A. 
Suddelfleld. superintendent 
of 
the 
Chester, 111., hospital, 
will 
confer 
with Chuancey Jenkins, state direct­ 
or of public welfare. 
Following today's conference the 
alienists together with two assistant 
state’s attorneys from Cook county, 
will go to the Chester hospital where 
Scott is now held for the sanity in­ 
vestigation. 
The recent move against Russell 
Scott, who thrice escaped the gal­ 
lows by last minute action, was in­ 
stituted by Jenkins last week when 
he announced that the state should 
learn definitely whether the former 
financial wizard was still mentally 
deficient.

months. The former millionaire was 
convicted of killing Maurer 
in 
a 
holdup in a Chicago loop drug store. 
At the trial Scott maintained 
his 
brother, Robert, did the shooting, 
but he was convicted and sentenced 
to hang. 
Three times dates for the hanging 
but 
last 
minute 
reprieves 
were 
granted on each occasion, the final 
one coming when, through the efforts 
of his attorney. William Scott Stew­ 
art, he was granted a sanity hear­ 
ing. 
At this hearing he was ad4 
Ridged -insane and sent to Chester 
hospital. 
In Chicago Stewart, who is 
pre­ 
paring to defend the brother, Robert 
Scott, in the Maurer shooting case, 
announced he .was ready, to defend 
Russell again. 
He said that while 
Russell was insane without a ques­ 
tion, he was prepared to throw 
a 
number of legal difficulties 
before 
the state should Russell be adjudged 
sane and re-sentenced to hang.

CONTINENT 
EXISTS. THEY TRAVELED 
STRAIGHT ACROSS POLE 
Nome, Alaska, May 17. 
(UP) 
Less than rt week after their depnr 
tore from Spitsbergen on the Norge 
Roald Amundsen and Lincoln Ells­ 
worth. who with Umberto 
Nobile, 
headed the Amundson-Ellsworth-No- 
blle polar expedition, rested in Nome 
today, safe after one of the most re­ 
markable phases of both aviation and 
exploration in history. 
They brought here with them tile 
answer to two more of 
the 
great 
mysteries of the Arctic. 
They had established, they 
said, 
that no great polar continent exists, 
and they have proven it possible to 
travel from one side of tho world to 
the other via the straight line across 
the pole by air. 
ljlllsworth, Amundsen, Oscar Om- 
dnhl, chief enginer of the expedition, 
and Captain Oscar Wisting, navlgat 
or, arrived here yesterday from Tell­ 
er and told of their trip. 
W ith their arrival Nome learned 
for the first time details of the dirig­ 
ible's voyage from the time the Norge 
was sighted from Point Barrow on 
Wednesday! 
Days and 
nights of 
ceaseless anxiety could 
have 
been 
ended had the population 
of 
this 
northern outpost known 
t hat 
the 
great airship had been moored safe­ 
ly at Teller. 
Omdahl explained why it had been 
necessary to land at Teller. 
“There was such a heavy fog and 
snow that we were fortunate to sight 
Teller,” he said. 
"It was impossible 
to reach Nome. as we. fell short and 
had to make a forced landing. 
The 
Norge landed on the Ice at Teller 
and tilt* gas was immediately let out. 
She is now almost, totally disabled.”

DEBATE ON AMENDMENTS MAY 
END LAST WEEK OF THIS 
MONTH

Washington, May 17.— The farm 
relief battle entered Its third week 
in congress today with no decision 
in sight. 
The house will take up the $375,- 
000.000 Haugen bill again tomorrow 
but today and Wednesday are to be 
taken up with routine business 
so 
that debate on amendments probably 
will not be concluded until the last 
week of this month. 
In the senate the combat will pro­ 
long the session, which may extend 
well into June. 
Prospects for even­ 
tual passage in 
both 
senate 
and 
house are good, but a 
presidential 
veto Is possible 
if 
administration 
forces are not satisfied, 
The most important amendments 
to the Haugen bill to be voted 
on 
this week arc those of Haugen him­ 
self, which seek to strengthen sup­ 
port of his plan to fix prices, through 
a revolving fund, which would be 
repaid from an equalization fee as­ 
sessed against the products handled 
by a proposed advisory farm board. 
One amendment would cut the to­ 
tal expenditure 
from 
$375,000,000 
to $176,000,000 and another would 
put the assessment of the equaliza­ 
tion fee Into effect at once, instead 
of (wo years from now ‘as originally 
proposed. 
Another proposed amend­ 
ment would make the entire act ef­ 
fective July I, 1927, instead, of July 
1, 1926, as provided in the original 
measure. 
There will be further battles over 
Just what farm products should be 
dealt with as “ basic 
commodities” 
under the bill.

WHEN NEESON B A T T L E D KIN DK ED 


As forecast in the Brainerd Dispatch some weeks ago, the 
biography of Knute Nelson, as published in the Minneapolis Trib­ 
une, has reached the stage of the Nelson-Kindred battle for con­ 
gressional honors. 
Martin VV. Odland, in the issue of Sunday, 
May 16, entitles the chapter, “Nelson Battled Kindred to a Finish 
in the Bloody Fifth.” 
As also forecast by the Brainerd Dispatch, 
Mr. Odland made use of material furnished by Elmer E. Adams 
in his interesting story of the Kindred-Nelson campaign as read 
before the Minnesota Historical society. 
The territory which was the scene of this titanic political bat­ 
tle was then known as the fifth district. 
Brainerd gets a lot of 
mention in Mr. Od land’s history because it was the seat of Kin­ 
dred. 
We quote these sections: 
“Mr. Kindred made known his congressional aspirations soon 
after the fifth congressional district was formed and it was riot 
long before the other candidates realized that in him they had a 
dangerous opponent— not because he had an extensive acquaint­ 
ance throughout the great district, not because he could point to 
a record of public service that gave him prestige or popularity, 
but because of the bold, reckless and unscrupulous methods he 
adopted in the prosecution of his campaign. 
His early political 
training had been received in Pennsylvania.” 
“Foremost of all the Kindred commanders was Colonel C. B. 
Sleeper, Brainerd. 
Judging by the northern Minnesota newspa­ 
pers of 1882, he must have been a wonderful man. 
He was here, 
there and everywhere, almost at the same time. 
It was before the 
day of airplanes, but Colonel Sleeper— like A. C. Townley in 1920 
— must have flown from county to county on the wings of the 
wind. And wherever he appeared there was ‘.something doing'.” 
The late H. P. Hall, a keen political reporter, is quoted by 
Mr. Odland as saying: “At first,” said he, “the county conven­ 
tions called to send delegates to the district convention at Detroit 
were conducted with some degree of fairness, though in every case 
the contest would be a sharp one. A fter one or two conventions 
had split and sent double delegations a spirit of recklessness broke 
out, and whichever side rightfully had control of the county con­ 
vention, the other proceeded to make an excuse for a split and 
send a contesting delegation. 
“There was absolutely no attempt to be fair iii this contest 
for the congressional nomination. This statement applies to both 
the Nelson and the Kindred forces, but a good deal more lo the 
Kindred than to the Nelson men, because Nelson 
was really 
stronger and had a more substantial backing than Kindled. 
Kin­ 
dred in reality had little hacking but Irs money and ii was the 
deliberate plan whenever Nelson had carried a county for the Kin­ 
dred men to come in and hold another convention, appointing :» 
double'delegation. 
Of course, this bore the usual fruit of a split. 
in the convention, and if the Scandinavian element had not noon 
so enormously strong in northern Minnesota, it would have re­ 
sulted in Knute Nelson’s defeat as well as Kindred’s. 
As it was. 
Nelson proved invincible, and not only won in that campaign, but 
went on to win in the future, until he had achieved national re­ 
nown. 
“In some cases an extra convention was held without any 
pretense of authority, and it was very evident that Nelson and 
Kindred, or their friends, intended to make a double district con­ 
vention. 
The result was that when the convention was due lo 
meet, there were only 18 out of 29 counties which could lay any 
claim to being ‘regular/ 
“The congressional committee, appointed by the Republican 
State Central committee, to supervise the campaign and arrange 
for the district convention, was composed of nine men. 
A ma­ 
jority of these men were anti-Kindred, but the chairman, who had 
most power, was a Kindred partisan, though pretending friend­ 
ship for Nelson. 
On account of the drastic methods employed by 
the Brainerd candidate, the friends of Nelson, Gilman and Graves, 
made common cause against him, and when the time for the con­ 
vention drew near, the campaign had resolved itself into a fight 
of Kindred against the field, 
“Where to hold the convention was a matter of great im­ 
portance. 
The Kindred partisans schemed to capture it for 
Brainerd where they could bring all sorts of pressure to bear upon 
the delegates, but in this they were shrewdly outwitted. The Nel­ 
son men on the committee favored Fergus Falls, a Nelson strong­ 
hold, but they feared that Colonel Johnston, who had two votes 
(his own and that of an absent member), would support Brain­ 
erd, so they proposed Detroit, the chairman’s home town, which 
he was compelled to accept, as the Detroit people were keen for 
the conclave, knowing that it would be a memorable event, with 
hi ndreds, if not thousands of visitors on hand.” 
That, in part, concludes the installment of May 16, and more 
mention of the political battle as well as Brainerd will no doubt 
be found in the next installment. 
* 
Mr. Odland, the historian, has a clear, lucid style and tells his 
story entertainingly and iii convincing fashion. 
He tries to be un­ 
biased and aims, where possible, to present both sides of a ques­ 
tion.

The kind of economy I stand fer­ 
tile only kind of economy I believe in j 
—is economy that needs no adjective j 
or qualification. 
I submit that there is need for that | 
kind of economy, and more of it. The j 
expenditures of government, curtailed j 
at Washington, have continued to in- I 
crease in most, of tho States. 
Gov- j 
crnmontal cost payments of the States ; 
increased from less than half a bil­ 
lion dollars iii 1015 to nu re than a 
billion and a half In 1024; in 
other 
words, Hie cost of State Government 
in the United States more than treb­ 
led In nine years. 
There have been corresponding in­ 
creases in local expendlltires. Coun­ 
ties, townships, cities, villages 
and 
school districts have piled expendi­ 
ture upon expenditure, until the bur­ 
den is threatening to crush American 
industry and enterprise. 
The total 
tax bill of America, which was $2,000,- 
000,000 in 101.1, was $7,500,000,000 in 
1923. 
In ten years Hie burden almost 
quadrupled. 
In IOU! the taxes p's id by 
the American people re pre smiled 0.1 
per cent of their income; in 1023, 11.5 
per cent. 
And those figures, atari ling as they 
arc, do not (ell the whole story. For 
after (axing to the limit, the various 
units of government borrowed. 
Iii 
1923, they issued l^.mds iii an aggre­ 
gate amount of $2,500,000,000, bring­ 
ing the total of public expenditures 
to $10,000,000,000. 
And, in order that 
you may know that the upward trend 
has not ceased, let mo inform you that 
iii 1924, the expenditures of govern­ 
ment iii America were u billion dol­ 
lars more than in 1923. 
The Federal governm ent has been 
reducing ifs expenditures, hut 
tho 
States and their 
subdivisions 
are, 
with a few notable exceptions, still 
competing with each otliei with the 
evident purpose of determining which 
can spend most wiilimit paralyzing Hie 
People’s capacity to pay. 
T said “a few notable exceptions”. 
I ani proud aud glut! t o say that Ai>n- 
nesota is one o f the exceptions. The 
upward trend was stopped in our State 
in 19251, 
Tho total biennial appropriations for 
Minnesota in 1915 were $1S,000.000; 
In 1917 they were $22,000,000; in 1919. 
$32,000,000; 
in 1921. $37,000,000; 
in 
1923, more than $40,000,000. In 1925 
the appropriations were held down 
to approximately the same total as 
in 192.3, despite the fact that appro­ 
priations for State aid to schools were 
increased 
more than $100,000 over 
those of the previous biennium; thoro 
for 
eradication of tuberculosis 
in 
cattle nearly $350,000; and those for 
forest lire prevention ami reforesta­ 
tion nearly $75,000. 
Further, not satisfied with merely 
stopping the upward trend of 
State 
expenditures, tho present, administra­ 
tion has taken steps to effect reduc­ 
tions. 
It secured tho enactm ent of 
a law permitting tho appointment of 
tiny person already holding a Mate 
office to any additional State office 
without increase of compensation. 
Reorganization of State Government. 
Another step taken by tho 
present 
adm inistration to effect a reduction 
of expenditures was the beginning of 
the reorganization of Stale depart­ 
m ents 
through 
consolidation 
and 
merging of related activities. 
You 
will note that I said “beginning". 
I 
used the word advisedly, for the pro­ 
cess has not. been finished. 
It 
hrs 
only been begun, 
in fact, tho task 
is too big, the readjustm ents to be 
effected too many, to be completed in 
one year, or even in two. 
The law 
attem pts to merge most of Hie ninety- 
two boards, bureaus and departments 
of the State government into 
four­ 
teen major 
departm ents. 
Actually, 
the law effected only paper consoli­ 
dations. 
It is the task of the Gover­ 
nor and the heads of the various de 
partm ents to translate 
each 
paper 
consolidation into an organic union, 
That work is progressing aa rapidly 
as may be, but it has not been com­ 
pleted. 
It will not be fully accom­ 
plished for some time. 
The Budget System. 
The third step in the tax reduction 
program was to set up some system 
through w h ich 'th e Governor might 
control the expenditures 
of 
State 
departments. 
The reorganization act gives 
the 
Governor effective control of State ex­ 
penditures through the Department et 
Administration 
and 
Finance. 
The 
unique feature of this system of Ii 
naucial control is the pre-audit. 
The 
Finance Board may grant a requisi 
Hon in full, it may allow some items 
and disallow others, and it may re­ 
duce any item. 
In other words, it 
n a y do anything with a requisition 
except raise it. 
It can use its powers 
to reduce expenditures; it has no pow­ 
er to raise them. 
I assume 
that you are inwardly 
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asking tho question: “How much mon­ 
ey will the new budget system save?” 
I wish I could an;; war that question, 
lint I am going to tell you frankly 
that I can’t. 
Nobody can answer it, 
until after the end of the first fiscal 
year of operation under it, on Juno 
30th of this year. 
Tho total of sav­ 
ings should In a general way be tho 
unexpended balances at the end of j 
the present 
fiscal 
year 
plus 
the i 
am ounts paid out of this year’s 
ap- I 
propriationa to cover last year’s obll- [ 
gations. 
j 
Tho budget system 
should 
save 
more money during the second year I 
than during tho first; more during j 
the third year than during the sec­ 
ond. 
Reducing expenditures does not 
involve any spectacular achievem ents; 
it does not make first-page copy. 
It 
consists in finding tho thousands of 
small Items of extravagance and stop­ 
ping 
them. 
It consists in making 
every dollar of tax money render one 
hundred cents of service. 
Agriculture. 
Discussing tho problem of disposal 
of Hic exportable surplus of 
farm 
crops, 
Governor 
Christianson 
de­ 
clared: “The problem is one 
which 
must ho solved by the Federal gov­ 
ernment, and I am convinced 
that 
now, when the attention of the whole 
country has been focused on it. 
it 
will be solved.” 
Emphasizing that 
“It is a problem which experts, not 
politicians, will have to solve” 
he 
told how he had appointed authorities 
on m arketing to represent 
him 
at 
conferences on this problem and also 
at Washington. 
“One of the developments 
winch 
promise improved conditions for tho 
farmer is the co-operative marketing 
movement. Co-operative m arketing is 
not a panacea for agricultural ills. It 
undoubtedly has limitations, but 
It 
also has possibilities for good which 
have not yet been fully explored. Co­ 
operation should, and during my 
ad­ 
ministration always will, receive the 
fullest 
mea"'ire 
of 
encouragement 
arui protection.” 
Citing that the “State Rural 
Credit 
System has helped the farmers of .Min­ 
nesota 
by 
holding 
interest rates 
down”, the Governor told of reor­ 
ganization of tho bureau effective July 
3, 1925, to fit. tho requirements of the 
new law. 
Since the reorganization, 
and up to April I, this year, 
there 
has been 
239,OOO loaned 
to 
the 
farmers of .Minnesota, and there 
is 
not a dollar delinquent. 
“A 
rural 
credit system operated safely and ef­ 
ficiently will serve the farm ers 
of 
Minnesota indefinitely. 
I presented 
the constitutional am endm ent 
which 
made it po. Mine to establish a rural 
credit system in Minnesota. 
As Gov­ 
ernor. I ain standing for a policy on 
which will insure the continuation of 
the system on a basis that will serve 
the farmers and safeguard the State.” 
Labor. 
To give adequate support to labor 
in every lo inmate effort to Improve 
its condition is one of the obligations 
of government. 
T hat obligation our 
State has not shirked. 
In the m eas­ 
ure of com’-ansation provided by law 
for injured workmen, she stands near 
tho ton. 
Minnesota has also made 
substantial progress it. the protection 
of women and children in industry. 
Through the establishment of 
em­ 
ployment, offices which closely 
co­ 
operate with the Federal employment 
service. Minnesota is helping to solvo 
the seasonal unemployment problem 
by bringing together the jobless man 
aud the manless job. 
The labor 
re­ 
quirements of agriculture are 
being 
met and involuntary idleness reduced 
to a minimum. 
Thus the interests of 
both farm er and laborer are served. 
Watarways. 
It was my privilege, as chairm an 
of the House appropriations Commit­ 
tee. to have had a hand iii the initia­ 
tion of the waterways development 
movement in Minnesota. 
The appro­ 
priation made by our legislature 
in 
1919 was not only the first appropria­ 
tion made by any State to further the 
Great Lakes-St. Lawrence project; it 
was tbe beginning of the project. Dur­ 
ing the present year, further impetus 
has been given the 
movement 
by 
calling a Tidewater Congress, which 
served to emphasise the demand 
of 
the people of the Middle West for 
an outlet to the sea. 
Assistance has 
also been given an energetic 
and 
determined group of citizens, 
who 
have succeeded in definitely commit­ 
ting the Federal government 
to 
a 
policy of immediate development 
of

reduction in the tax on automobiles. 
The gasoline tax, which is yielding 
$4 ,543,000 per year, is being collected 1 
at an average cost of only $289.00 per . 
month. 
Law Enforcement. 
As Governor, I have not hesitated 
to use the power of the State to se­ 
cure full and Impartial enforcement 
of law and the investigation of crime. 
By executive order a commission was 
created charged 
with the duty 
of 
studying the problem of crime in Min­ 
nesota and reporting its findings 
to 
the Legislature with recommendations 
of such legislation as may be necs s- 
sary and desirable to cope adequately 
with the situation. 
Conservation of Resources. 
Through a consolidation of 
most 
departm ents and boards which 
had 
to do with the S tate’s natural 
re­ 
sources into a Departm ent of Conser­ 
vation, there has been effected a bet­ 
ter co-ordination of the conservation 
activities of the State. 
The reforestation of denuded forest 
areas is one of the greatest, needs of 
the people of Minnesota. 
I would not 
minimize the importance and value 
of such measures as regulation 
of 
cutting, artificial planting and 
tho 
setting aside of wooded areas 
into 
forest reserves; but I would particu­ 
larly emphasize the imperative neces­ 
sity of controlling forest fires and of 
placing the taxation of cut-over lands 
devoted in good faith to reforestation 
on such a basis as to compel 
the 
owners of such lands to take effective 
reforestation measures. 
Closely related to the conservation 
of forests is that of our game 
and 
fish resources. 
Minnesota counts tho 
tourist business as a great asset, hut 
if tourists shall continue to corno in 
ever increasing numbers, we 
m ust 
have something to ofter them 
after 
they get here. 
Replacement and pro­ 
tection of wild life are, therefore, very 
important. 
Another conservation problem 
of 
our State concerns itself with a wiser 
utilization of iron ore. 
Since 
1SS4, 
when tho first Minnesota ore left Two 
Harbors, we have furnished 
to 
tho 
world more than 780,OOO,OOO to*s. 
It 
is estimated th a t there remains iii Hie 
State a merchantable tonnage of I,* 
300,000,000 tons. 
It would thus appear 
that nearly forty per cent of 
Minne­ 
sota’s high grade ore is gone. 
The 
annual shipm ents during the past ten 
years have aggregated 40,000,000 tons. 
These figures bring us to the 
unwel­ 
come conclusion that unless addition­ 
al ore bodies are discovered or new 
methods for more profitable beneficia­ 
tion of low grade ores are devised, 
Hie iron industry in Minnesota is due 
to be short-lived, 
it is indicated that 
there is no less 
than 30,000,000,000 
t %i3 of low grade ore in the State. 
If this can all be beneficiated 
and 
marketed, we have reason to believe 
that our mining industry will continuo 
indefinitely, making this one 
of the 
richest if not the richest, of Anieri- j 
can commonwealths. 
It is, therefore, 
imperative that tile experiments th a t I 
are being conducted be continued un- j 
til the right method is found. 
Minnesota is a State imperial 
in 1 
domain, almost limitless in resources. I 
lie r people num ber 2,600,000; 
and j 
they are a blend of the best stocks j 
of the human tam**/. 
To serve such ! 
a State as Governor is a high honor. 
I owe much to the electorate of this ’ 
Commonwealth for the opportunity cf j 
great service they have given 
me. ; 
I can partially discharge the obliga­ 
tion only by giving to my task 
the 
best that is in me. 
I conceive of the State as one; no 
north, no south; no city; no county; 
its parts inseparable, Its sc -Jal groups 
interdependent, the interests 
of its 
people mutual.”
